Peking trip has 
failed— Baker 

PEKING, June 2 (Agencies) — U.S. 
Senate Majority Leader Howard Baker said 
Wednesday he had been unable to resolve 
Sino- American differences over U.S. arms 
sales to Nationalist China (Taiwan.) 

He added that he had told Communist 
Chinese leaders that be was against changes 
in the Taiwan Relations Act which the U.S. 
passed after normalizing ties with Peking in 
1979. The act commits Washington to sup- 
plying Taiwan with defensive weapons. 

American plans to sell Taiwan military 
spares worth $60 million have caused a crisis 
in relations with Peking. Baker said he had 
been told by Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping 
that the future of Sino-American ties could 
be jeopardized if military sales to Taiwan con- 
tinued. 

A similar warning was given in Tokyo by 
visiting Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang who 
said: "If the United States persists in selling 
arms to Taiwan, It would have a very serious 
negative effect on relations.” 
la Taiwan, U.S. Republican Sen. Barry 
Go Id water said Congress would strongly 
resist amending the act. He accused Peking of 
trying to "bully, the United Stated into aban- 
doning Taiwan and of planning military 
moves against the island. 

. In Tokyo, Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang 
told a news conference that, continuing U.S. 
arths sales to Taiwan are making Sino- 
American relations difficult and may have 

- serious coaseqmncc5. - 

- . Zhao added, however, that the United 
States seemed to have a better grasp of Pek- 
ing’s position since Vice President George 
Bush's trip to China last month. He stressed, 
that China attached great importance to its 
relations with Washington, on which, he said

U.S. vows to foster 
unity at Versailles 


Over use of Arabian Gull 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan set off Wednesday on 
his first European trip since taking office, 
declaring himself proud to represent the 
United States and promising to try to bolster 
the unity of the major industrial democracies. 

Embarking on a 10-day tour, Reagan 
made a farewell speech to 200 top-level gov- 
ernment officials, including members of the 
cabinet, the joint chiefs of staff and members 
of Congress. 

"I can only tell you that I shall be more 
proud than I've ever been of anything to be 
there representing the United States with an 
opportunity once again to express to aO of the 
world what it is we think we represent." what ft 
is we want for all the people of the world,” be 
told tbe cheering audience m the White 
House east room. 

The trip includes two summits — an 
economic conference in Versailles and a 
NATO meeting in Bonn. 

“There’s been nearly a decade of troubling 
events and uncertainty among the allies and 
ourselves,” the president said, “but today 
there is a regrowth of unity and purpose, and 
I hope that this trip wiB contribute to that and 
increase ft.” 

Reagan said the alliance had "weathered 
threats of aggression and internal disagree- 
ments, but we’ve maintained a sense of unity 
and a commitment to freedom and we’re still 
being tested possibly more now than ever 1 
before.” , 

“It’s important for that reason to meet and 
renew our bond,” the president declared. “I 
know there are some who question the value 
of the alliance who view ft as cumbersome 
and at times unresponsive to the need for 
action,” he added. And there are those peo- 
ple still in our land who yearn for .the isolatio- 
naxy shell. But because we’ve rejected those 
other courses . back over the recent decades 
there has been peace for almost 40 years oil 
the Western front." 

Reagan said the United States “never 
sought the leadership that was thrust upon us 
at the end of World War ll. But what we have 
done I think in this last year is reaffirm .'to our 
friends abroad and to possible adversaries 


that we accept that responsibility.” 

He said that at the first summit — tbe Ver- 
sailles economic conference — “we would 
see more clearly where and how we mean to 
have a better economic future.” 

He said he would propose “regular and 
closer consultation among us so we can 
together pursue economic policies that move 
in the same direction, first to reduce inflation 
and then to have greater monetary and fiscal 
discipline.” 

Reagan said that at the NATO meeting, 
the United States “will have a chance to 
explain in detail plans for engaging the Soviet 
Union in realistic arms reduction talks ” 

Russia says 
N-war is folly 

MOSCOW, June 2 (AFP) — Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev said the Soviet Union 
is ready to agree with the United States on 
“radical” reductions of all types of weaponry 
the official Tass news agency reported here 
Wednesday. 

In a message to the World Democratic 
Youth Congress taking place in Prague. 
Brezhnev said “nuclear war is folly, and who- 
ever sparks ft off will not only fail to win it, 
but will plunge the whole of humanity into 
catastrophe,” Tass reported. 

Moscow, the Soviet leader said, “seeks 
military supremacy over no one and is ready 
to substantially reduce the level of military 
confrontation on an equal footing and on the 
basis of equal security ” 

Brezhnev accused “the aggressive drdesT 
of imperialism” of keeping the “grave dan- 
gers" of nuclear war alive, adding that tbe 
Soviet Union has always maintained “a clear 
and limpid policy” on the international scene. 

“We have done, and will continue to do, 
everything to eliminate the threat of war,” he 
concluded. The Strategic Arms Reduction 
Talks (STARTS between the United States 
and the Soviet Union open June 29 in 
Geneva, Switzerland. 


U.K. braces for final battle 


LONDON, June 2 (Agencies) — British 
forces on strategic heights above Port Stanley 
shelled Argentine positions on the outskirts 
of the Falklands capital W ednesday as troops 
on both sides braced for the final battle for 
the islands. 

Marine Maj. Gen. Jeremy Moore, com- 
mander of the British amphibious forces 
which landed in tbe FaDdands two weeks ago, 
said in an interview broadcast on British tele- 
vision: “It is no secret : thcat we have been 
shelling the Moody Brook camp which used 
to belong to the marine detachment which 
lived in Stanley. 

“We have got very close in and we are 
beginning to apply pressure to tbe main 
enemy positions throughout Stanley. Clearly, 
Tm going to build up that pressure,” he 
added. 

Moody Brook lies about three miles west 
of the town in tbe path of the expected British 
advance. 

Correspondents with British forces laying 
siege to Port Stanley said the main Argentine 
garrison of 7,000 soldiers entrenched in 
defensive positions around tbe town was sur- 
rounded by thousands of British Marines and 


paratroopers on land and by British warships 
at sea. 

BBC reporter Brian Hanxahan, accom- 
panying the push to Port Stanley, reported: 
“I think I am reflecting the attitude of milit- 
ary commanders when I say there is consider- 
able confidence that they wffl win. 

The Defense Ministry said two Harrier 
fighter-bombers were lost in raids on the Port 
Stanley area in the last few days. The pilots 
were forced to ditch but both were safely 
- recovered , ft said. 

Military sources in Buenos Aires con- 
firmed that British forces closing in for a final 
assault on the Falkland islands' capital were 
within a stone's throw of Argentine defen- 
sees. 

Tbe sources, quoted by tbe independent 
news agency Notirias Argentinas, said British 
troops were slowly advancing toward a belt of 
minefields surrounding the Argentine stron- 
' ghold at Port Stanley. 

Meanwhile, Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar reported to the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council Wednesday that he had failed 
to make progress toward a ceasefire in the 
Falklands conflict, a council member 
revealed. 


Nonaligned talks begin in Havana 


HAVANA, June 2 (R) — Nonaligned 
foreign ministers began a three-day confer- 
ence in Havana Wednesday with some states 
seeking to tone down strong condemnation of 
Britain and the United States in a draft decla- 
ration on the Falklands crisis. 

Conference delegates, 41 foreign ministers 
and senior representatives from other coun- 
tries, are also expected to discuss the Iran- 
Eraq war and Iranian opposition to the hold- 
ing of next September’s nonaligned summit 
in Iraq. The political commission of the 
movement’s coordinating council has been 
meeting to put finishing touches to economic 
■and political declarations to be debated at the 

conference. . . 

Argentina’s foreign minister, Nicanor 
Costa Mendez, expected in Havana to lead 
the battle at the conference for a strong con- 
demnation of Britain. Representatives of 
Latin American and Caribbean nations have 
been working on a paragraph on the Falk- 
lands conflict . , _ 

But one Caribbean delegate told that sev- 
eral nations objected to strong condemna- 
tions of Britain and the United States m the 
original draft for the final declaration. 

The draft, drawn up by Cuba, demanded 
an immediate end to “the British aggression 
and called on Washington to end military aid 
and collaboration for Britain, the delegate 
said. A diplomatic source said many 
nonaligned nations did not want to 
anybody?* the FaDdands conflict, but rather 
wanted to encourage a peaceful solution 
based on negotiations. 

The nonaligned movement was on record 
in previous declarations m favor of Argen- 

tintfs sovereignty over the 

islands, he added. Carlos 
Foreign Ministry press chief, told reporters

The Iranian conference delegation, accord- 
ing to informed diplomatic sources, was 
expected to voice strong opposition to hold- 
ing the next nonaligned conference in Bagh- 
dad. 

‘ A substantial number of delegates pri- 
vately expressed reservations about holding 
the conference in Baghdad while the war con- 
tinued and suggested that ft be moved to 
another venue. 

Pope concludes tour 
with peace plea 

CARDIFF, Wales, June 2 (AP) — Pope 
John Paul II, winding up his historic six-day 
tour of Britain this Welsh capital, greeted 
100,000 persons Wednesday in the ancient 
Welsh language and made a fresh plea for 
peace “in every place where human blood is 
shed.” 

The pope who on his British visit — first 
ever by a pope — has repeatedly prayed for a 
settlement to the Falklands conflict. He also 
made a reference to the Iran-Iraq war which 
intensified last month when Iranian troops 
counterattacked across the two states' dis- 
puted border. 

“Let ns remember those who have died in 
conflict throughout the world,” he said, “in 
the conflict in the South Atlantic, in the con- 
flict between Iran and Iraq, in every place 
where human blood is shed.” 

Although enthusiastic crowds have turned 
out to see the pope, the size of individual 
crowds has disappointed organizers of his 
British tour. 


Iran threatens to intercept, 
search Kuwait-bound ships 


KUWAIT, June 2 (AP) — Iran was Said 
Wednesday to have warned that it will inter- 
cept and search Kuwait-bound commercial 
vessels on tbe high seas to make sure they 
abide by tbe term “Persian Gulf.” 

Tbe Kuwaiti newspaper Al -Anbaa quoted 
tbe Kuwait Chamber of Commerce as saying 
ft had received an ultimatum from the Iranian 
ambassador to Kuwait, Ali Shams Ardakani, 
that Kuwaiti businessmen must henceforth 
desist fiom using the term “Arabian Gulf* in 
their shipping and import documents. 

The Iranian communication warned that 
Iranian ships would “intercept and search” 
vessels headed to Kuwait unless tbe chamber 
complied, and that ships violating the Iranian 
stipulation would not be allowed to continue 
their trip to Kuwait, according to the report. 

A spokesman for the chamber told the 
paper there was no intention of complying. 
He complained the Iranian communication 
was delivered directly to the chamber, even 


I though Kuwaiti laws require embassies to 
direct their exchanges with local bodies 
I through the Foreign Ministry. The purported 
f Iranian move could give new dimensions to 
the 20-month-old Gulf war between Iran and 
I Iraq and to fears of Jranian domination. 

• Changing the name of the Persian Gulf to 
i the Arabian Gulf was pioneered by the late 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdul Nasser dur- 
ing tbe upsurge of Arab national sentiment 
IS years ago. Tbe move invoked sharp reac- 
tions on the part of the late Shah of Iran, who 
also attacked a proposal to name the now 
Gulf News Agency as the Arabian Gulf News 
Agency. 

The development coincided with the sec- 
ond government appeal in as many days to 
Kuwaitis to help authorities in apprehending 
“saboteurs and outlaws.” Wednesday's 
appeal was made by Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister Sheikh Saad Al Sabah. “ We aD have 
to monitor and pursue all elements seeking to'

coupled with persistence in unattainable 
conditions could make matters worse”, the 
paper warned, saying Iran may have 
refrained from rejecting the GCC offhand 
simply to avoid further GCC support to Iraq. 

In the United Arab Emirates, a high- 
ranking assistant to Iran's foreign minister 
arrived Wednesday presumably to discuss the 
substance of the purported GCC move. 


Iraqi planes fly over Tehran, Qom 


BEIRUT, June 2 (Agencies) — Iraqi Air 
Force jets crashed the sound barrier over 
Iran's capital of Tehran and the city of Qom 
Wednesday in what an Iraqi military spokes- 
man described as a “warning showing Iraq's 
ability to reach out to any target in Iran.” 
The Iranian government acknowledged 
the sound -breaking overflights and said no 
bombs were dropped. The state-run Tehran 
radio said air raid sirens were sounded in the 
capita] and Iranian jets were scrambled to 
“chase away enemy planes from our airs- 
pace.” It was the first time in more than one 
year that Iraqis knifed so deep into Iran. The 
two countries have been at war since Sep- 
tember 1980. 

Tehran is 740 knis east of Baghdad, the 
Iraqi capital. Qom, 120 kins southwest of 
Tehran, is the seat of Khomeini's heir- 
apparent, Ayatollah Hossein Montazeri. 

“These non-bombing sorties are just a 
warning that demonstrates Iraqi ability to 
reach out to any target in Iran,” said an 
unnamed spokesman for the Iraqi high com- 
mand in a communique broadcast over 
Baghdad radio. “This warning is aimed at 
deterring Iranian authorities from shelling 
anew any city or civil installations in Iraq.” 
Tehran radio said the intruding planes 
traveled at a 70.000 feet altitude and a veloc- 
ity equal to double the speed of sound over 
Iran's western region up to Tehran. 

The broadcast, monitored in Beirut, 
quoted unnamed military army experts as 


saying “this type of flight has no military sig- 
nificance whatsoever in the technical or tacti- 
cal sense.” The broadcast said the air raid 
alarm in the Iranian capital lasted 25 minutes. 
The radio described the penetration as a “liv- 
ing example of Iraqi aggression on our 
Islamic homeland.” 

The radio said the foreign ministers of the 
nonaligned nations currently meeting in 
Havana. Cuba, have to “take note of this 
aggression.” 

Meanwhile, an official source at the 
Bahrain Foreign Ministry Wednesday denied 
reports about the Gulf states offering $25 
billion in war reparations to end tbe hos- 
tilities with Iraq, the pro-government news- 
paper Akhbar Al -Khaleej said. VKc j-mrce 
vehemently denied that the member states of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council had ever made 


any financial offer of any kind to Iran. 

At Havana, Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati said Iran does not rule out 
extending military hostilities into Iraq if that 
country continues shelling Iranian territory 
from its side of the border. He also called 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein “an agent of 
the United States” and said “tens of 
thousands of people" have been killed on 
both sides in the war. 

“Iraq is continuously shelling our territory 
from its side of the border.” he said. “In order 
to defend ourselves, the least thing we can do 
is to destroy the sources of this shelling." 

Velayati. who is attending i five-day fore- 
ign ministers meeting of the movement of 
nonaligned countries, did r.ot specify- whether 
Iranian troops would cross the border. 


Saudi bank leads oil rigs’ financing 


AL KHOBAR, June 2 (AP) — Arab 
banks led by the National Commercial Bank 
of Saudi Arabia are financing ofl rigs costing 
$158 million in what is described here as the 
largest single financing package arranged for 
a drilling contractor in the history of the pet- 
roleum industry. 

The financing covers four offshore rigs 
which are to be based by a Saudi contractor in 
drilling oil and gas wells in the Arabian 
American Oil Company’s concession areas in 
Saudi Arabia. 


Sources said two groups of banks, both of 
which are lead and managed by the National 
Commercial Bank, are providing the loans. 
The name of the Saudi borrower was not 
giveu.

Asian Bank. Arab Petroleum Investments 
Corporation. B.A.1.1. (Middle East) E.C.. 
Gulf International Bank. National Bank of 
Bahrain, the National Commercial Bank.

JEDDAH. June 2 (SPA) — The Western 
Region Education Department has organ- 
ized a summer campaign for eradication of 
illiteracy in Wadi Ahalah town.

Wednesday that the campaign is designed 
to spread religious, educational, cultural, 
health, agricultural and social awareness in 
ihe region. A budget of SR943.620 has been 
allocated for the campaign. 

The first of two phases of the campaign 
began May 1 7 and lasts for a month. Zaid said 
the second begins July 25 and lasts two 
months. 

SR150m set for streets 

DAMMAM. June 2 (SPA) — A sum of 
SR 100 million has been allocated this for 
asphalting, paving and lighting of all streets 
and localities of Dammam, and another 
SR50 million for a similar project in 
Alkhobar. 

Abdul Rahman Al-Shuhail, director gen- 
eral of municipal and rural affairs in the East- 
ern Province, stated Wednesday that the pro- 
jects form part of the development plans 
approved by the Ministry of Municipal and 
Rural Affairs in the current year's budget for 
various urban and rural areas of the province. 
The projects will include parking areas and 
modern water and sewage networks, he 
added. 


“ promises to be an exciting visual history and 
display of one of the Kingdom’s impressive 
success stories." the statement says. 

Saudi Telephone's wing at the exhibition 
will feature network construction equipment, 
cable displays and exchange service items. 
Also to be shown are a board demonstrating 
telephone call traffic Dow. a mobile tele- 
phone. computer from the Saudi Arabian 
Service Order System, a slide presentation of 
the massive buildings program, computer sys- 
tems map, coin telephones and a cable loca- 
tion service van. Among the Technological 
displays will be a computer which draws net- 
work designs at super-speed, microwave, an 
entire working telephone exchange and telex 
equipment, in addition to training facilities. 

In the first day of the exhibit. Crown Prince 
Fahd will be the guest of honor at evening 
ceremonies to be attended by dignitaries. The 
second, third and fourth days are to be 
restricted to ladies only, while the three fol- 
lowing days will be open to representatives of 
companies and organizations. After a stop of 
one day, the exhibition will receive the gen- 


eral public for the remaining three days. 

The number of subscriber lines in the 
Kingdom has increased more than five-fold 
under the massive telephone program, establ- 
ishing the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia as the 
world’s fastest-growing telephone system. 

During the four years of the program, the 
number of working telephone lines in the 
Kingdom has surged from 126,000 to 
650,000. The growth in fiscal 1981-82 alone 
was some 181,000 telephone lines — in a 
single year, more subscribers were connected 
than those who existed at the start of the 
program. 

Although the distribution of Saudi tele- 
phone’s working lines is almost even across 
the Kingdom, larger metropolitan areas have 
the biggest concentration of lines: Riyadh has 
26 percent of the Kingdom’s total; Jeddah, 
18 percent; Dammam. 10 percent; and Mak- 
kah, seven percent. 

Last year, two districts with the (digest 
growth were Riyadh (which added 39,500 
lines) and Jeddah (which placed an additional 
20.500 lines). 


Public employees to study English 


DAMMAM, June 2 (SPA) — The Insti- 
tute of Public Administration in Dammam 
has set July 14 as the last date for applications 
for the third English language session for 
government personnel in the province. The 
classes are scheduled to begin Aug. 28. 

Institute Director Ahmad Al-Mansour 
said Wednesday that the upcoming session 
will cover government officials whose jobs 
necessitate a knowledge of English, as also 
those officials who are to be sent abroad for 
further studies. The English program has 


been divided into eight levels, with each last- 
ing seven weeks. 

On the other hand, training programs for 
the fourth academic session for management, 
personnel affairs, liaison, filing works and 
accountancy concluded Wednesday. The 
programs were attended by 200 students, 
Mansour said. He added that the institute’s 
Dammam branch is currently engaged in a 
consultancy study for the municipality’s 
administrative and financial reorganization 
after the iqerger of Alkhobar and D amm am 
municipalities.

TEL AVIV. June 2 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin told a special cabinet 
kssiod T uesday that he was prepared to meet 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak in 
Washington, but not to discuss Palestinian 
autonomy. 

Begin said he was willing to meet Mubarak 
and President Ronald Reagan for a three- 
way summit but would not discuss the auton- 
omy issue so long as Mubarak refused to 
include occupied Jerusalem as one of the 
venues for the autonomy talks. Israel radio 
reported. 

The sate radio later reported that Osaman 
El-Baz, a top adviser to Mubarak, had ruled 
out a Begin-Mubarak meeting in Washington 
at this time. The radio quoted him as saying it 


could not even be considered until progress 
had been made to solve basic differences 
between Egypt and Israel on the autonomy 
issue, including the location of the talks. 

Begin was responding to reports in Mayo, 
the organ of Mubarak’s ruling National 
Democratic Party that Mubarak may hold 
autonomy Halles in Washington with Begin 
and Reagan later this month. 

The two Mideast leaders have met only 
once since Mubarak succeeded the late 
Anwar Sadat as Egyptian president — at the 
assassinated leaders funeral eight months 
ago. Since tlien, repeated attempts to arrange 
a Mubarak return visit to Israel have failed 
because Mubarak refuses to visit occupied 
Jerusalem. 


TEL AVIV, June 2 (AP) — Foreign Minis- 
ter Mans-Dietrich Genscher arrived here 
Wednesday for a three-day visit, the foreign 
office said. 

Genscher is expected to discuss the Middle 
East situation with his counterpart. Yitzhak 
Shamir as well as with Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, the foreign office here said. 
West German officials believe the Israeli 
pullout in April from occupied territory in the 
Sinai has increased the prospects for peace in 
the area, sources here say. 

However, the West Germans still stand by 
the Venice declaration of 1980, which stres- 
sed the importance of self-determination for 
the Palestinians in the Israeli -occupied ter- 
ritories. The declaration envisaged the even- 
tual establishment of a Palestine state. 


TEL AVIV, June 2 (AP) — The interior 
ministry has decided to allow Arabs in the 
Golan Heights who accept Israeli identity 
cards to carry firearms, a ministry spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

The permission was sought by Arabs who 
have accepted the civilian papers and are 
harassed by Palestinian nationalists who 
oppose Israeli rule on the Heights, Israel 
annexed the strategic territory last 
December, after occupying it from Syria in 
1 967. and has demanded that its Inhabitants 
take Israeli identity papers. 


‘‘Many of them are afraid of personal 
attacks from other Drozes in the Golan,” the . 
spokesman said. 

Every permanent resident of Israel has the 
right to cany firearms, the spokesman said, 
but until now the Golan Druzes have been 
forbidden to do so. About 40 or 50 Druzes 
have requested licenses, he said. 

About 4,000 of the 15,000 Druzes in the- 
heights have accepted the identity cards, he 
claimed. The otbezs have refused because 
they fear acceptance will turn them into 
Israeli citizens.

Reagan urges Arab-Israeli accord Tindemans returns 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP) — U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan said Tuesday that 
the Arab- Israeli dispute must be solved along 
the lines of the peace agreement between 
Israel and Egypt. 

He was asked about Mideast issues by 
European journalists in a televised interview 
in advance of his trip to Europe beginning 
this week. "Other more moderate Arab 
states. ..must acknowledge the right of Israel 
to exist as a nation and then bilaterally make 
their peace with Israel.” Reaean said. 


"And we can’t impose a peace structure on 
the countries of the Middle East, but we have 
been trying; to establish ourselves as wanting 
to be fair and wanting a just and fair solu- 
tion...” 

Reagan noted there are some Arab states 
who “are <aot moderate and who represent a 
problem, but I believe that even most of 
those, if not all, would follow the lead if the 
more moderate Arab states should accept 
Israel's right to exist and be willing to do as 
Egypt did and seek a peace.” 


BRUSSELS, June 2 (R) — Belgian Fore- 
ign Minister Leo Tindemans returned Tues- 
day from a visit to Israel, the latest in a series 
of trips to the Middle East to assess the pros- 
pects for a European role in the quest for 
peace in the area. 

Tindemans, president of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) Council of 
Ministers, said in Tel Aviv Monday he would 
report to the EEC on his discussions with 
Arab leaders and Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 


LONDON, (AFP) — Former British sol- 
diers are serving as mercenaries for dissent 
Lebanese Maj. Saad Haddad, whose Israeli- 
backed militia controls frontier sectors of 
south Lebanon, The Times newspaper 
reported here Wednesday. He said West 
German, Dutch and American nationals bad 
also joined bis militia. 

DAMASCUS, (R) — A Syrian convicted 
of armed robbery was hanged Wednesday in 
a public square here. An official spokesman 
said the man. named as Yousef Bin Salim 
Al-Haj, was convicted of carrying automatic 
weapons while disguised as a security man 
and of robbing shops and people. 

CAIRO, (R) — Egypt is considering a Brit- 
ish and French request for permission to con- 
duct military exercises in the Egyptian desert, 
Egyptian Defense Minister Field Marshal 
Abdul Halim Abu Ghazala said Wednesday. 


DJIBOUTI, (R) — Djibouti Prime Minis- 
ter Barkat Gourad Hamadou has accepted 
President Hassan Gouled Aptidon’s request 
to form a new government, the presidency 
said Tuesday. GounuTs government resigned 
a week ago following recent one-party elec- 
tions to the 65-seat national assembly. 

BEIRUT, (R) — Lebanese Foreign Minis- 
ter Fuad Butros said Tuesday he will visit 
Britain Jtine 28. He told reporters British 
Foreign Secretary Francis Pym had renewed 
an invitation first given by bis predecessor 
Lord Carrington. 

MOSCOW, (R) — The Soviet Union has 
appointed a 58-year-old Middle East special- 
ist as its new ambassador to Iran, the Soviet 
press reported Wednesday. VQ Boldyrev has 
headed the Soviet Foreign Ministry’s Middle 
East department since 1 978. 


LAGOS, June 2 (R) — The Nigerian 
Senate has agreed to extend its mandate for 
keeping Nigerian troops with an African 
peacekeeping force in Chad till the end of 
July, officials said Wednesday. 

The extension Tuesday of the mandate, 
which ran out last Monday, allows the 
Nigerian contingent to remain in Chad one 
month beyond the time limit set by the 
Organization of African Unity (OAU). The 
OAU, which dispatched the force of troops 
from Nigeria. Senegal and Zaire to Chad last 
December, mandated it to stay there until 
June 30. 

Nigeria has signalled its desire to withdraw 
its contingent and has already pulled out one 
of its three batallions. But Foreign Minister 
lshaya Audu has said Nigerian troops would 
not be withdrawn without an OAU decision 
to that effect. 

$10m drugs seized 

ISTANBLIL, June 2 (AP) — Turkish nar- 
cotics police, near the Iranian border, seized 
shipments of hashish and morphine base 
worth $10 million in several raids, Turkey’s 
semi-official Anatolia news agency reported 
Tuesday. 

Anatolia, quoting local officials, said nar- 
cotics police first arrested two drug peddlers 
possessing 54 kilos of morphine base. Their 
arrest [ecT to a pro vince -wide operation that 
neted 250 k.g. of hashish and 70 k.g. of mor- 
phine base, the agency said. Nine persons 
were taken into custody.

Americans believe Reagan leading thim to nuclear war

Iran has threatened to intercept and search Kuwaiti mer- 
chant ships in order to make sure that they carry documents 
indicating that their destination is the “Persian Gulf’. The 
threat was communicated to the Kuwaiti Chamber of Com- 
merce by the Iranian ambassador in Kuwait directly and with- 
out bothering to go through the foreign ministry in accordance 
with international norms of diplomatic conduct, thus adding 
insult to injury. 

The threat must be treated seriously as it shows mounting 
Iranian arrogance and a tendency on behalf of the rulers in 
Tehran to escalate the conflict in the region because such 
interception will amount to a state of war. When the U.S. 
administration of the late President John Kennedy threatened 
to search Soviet ships bound for Cuba to block the supplies of 
missiles to Fidel Castro, only the turning back of the ships 
precluded a potential world war. 

This Iranian threat, if carried out, will also lead to war as 
Kuwait and its neighbors and allies in the Gulf Cooperation 
Council cannot take it lying down. It will constitute an act of 
international piracy which will be resisted. Accepting it will 
lead to unforgivable humiliation and resisting it will lead to war. 
Either development will be unsavory but fighting will be less 
so and the Iranian government knows fully well the grave 
implications of its intentions. 

Iran has been publicly threatening the Arab states of the 
Gulf while at the same time it tries to mollify their suspicions 
about its expansionism and desire for hegemony. But such a 
threat delivered by the Iranian ambassador to the Kuwaiti 
chamber without going through the courtesies of diplomacy 
conflicts with all the attempts of the Tehran leaders to 
y win credibility in this part of the world. y 

Saudi Arabian press review

WASHINGTON — 

To understand the effect of the nuclear freeze 
movement on politics and on policy — why it is 
likely to have less direct effect on politics and 
perhaps more on policy than one might think — one 
has first to try to understand why nuclear weapons 
policy has excited so much concern just now. 

The answer is not immediately obvious. Nuclear 
weapons strategists point out that the United States 
and the Soviet Union have had nuclear weapons for 
33 years, and none has been fired in anger in that 
time. Peace between the superpowers has been 
maintained for longer than in any other period in 
our lifetimes. The system of nuclear deterrence, 
while dangerous, seems stable. Why are so many 
people talking as if they had just: discovered nuc- 
lear weapons? 

The political analyst has a ready answer: Ronald 
Reagan. A great many Americans and Europeans 
believe that Reagan is significantly more likely than 
his predecessors to get Americans into a nuclear 
war. These beliefs come both from the asser- 


tive tone of the U.S. administration's foreign policy 
and from careless statements by the president and 
his high advisers — talk of tactical 'nuclear war, 
disputes about nuclear warning shots, discussions of 
the neutron bomb, fumbling answers at presidential 
press conferences. Before Reagan was elected, 
there were no massive peace marches in Europe, no 
nuclear freeze resolutions in town meetings in 
Vermont. 

The emergence of a simple, comprehensible 
proposal like the freeze is a nice windfall for the 
Democrats (freeze proponents like to point out that 
they have Republican backers, too, but they don’t 
have all that many). Simplicity is the natural 
weapon of the party out of power, and leading 
Democrats, fresh from being savaged by what they 
consider simplistic attacks on the Panama Canal and 
SALT 2 treaties, are happy to embrace the freeze. 

The same Democrats who endorse the proposal 
now did not advance it when they held office, just as 
Republicans once out of office attacked the Canal 
treaties and arms control agreements tbeir party's 
administration had been moving toward. 


Yet the freeze is not likely totbe a direct issue in 
very many 1982 elections. It wilibc on the ballot in 
California and other states; as n^ffeb as one -quarter of 
the electorate might have a chance to vote on it. 
Probably that vote will be favorable. 

Initial polls — and the likelihood that there will 
be no well-organized opposition - suggest the 
referenda will pass. But for that very reason the 
freeze' is unlikely to be ah issue in congressional 
races. Both Democrats and Republicans in the least 
hawlrish parts of tfie colintiy — the northern tier 
from New England through the Upper Midwest to 
the Pacific Northwest and California — will try to ■ 
sound friendly to the freeze. Politicians in the most 
hawkish part of the country, the south, will ignore it. 
Barrio grunexpectedly massive gains for the Democ- 
rats, the 1982 elections by themselves will not sub- 
stantially add to the minorities in the Senate (25) 
and House ( 1 68) who now support the freeze resol- 
utions. 

But there will probably be. perhaps already has 
been, an effect on public policy, for the same reason 
the freeze issue has struck such a chord:' too many 
people are too scared that Ronald Reagan wiD pull 


the nuclear trigger. In those circumstances, it is not 
enough for the administration to resort to the 
natural response of the party in power and plead 
that the world is complex and that there are no easy 
solutions. Jimmy Carter tried that in 1980. with 
predictable results: voters do not like to be told that 
they are too dumb to understand things. , 

Instead, Ronald Reagan, as long as he is presi- 
dent. will be under pressure to reassure people over 
and over again that he is not unduly risking nuclear 
war. He will have to emphasize disarmament 
efforts, even if they do not lead in the directions he 
wants: he will have to avoid commitments of 
American military troops to conflicts abroad, even 
if he wants to fight. 

Presidents seem forced to overcompensate on 
foreign policy: peace candidate Johnson went to 
war and anti-Coramunist Nixon went to China. The 
freeze proposal articulates grave reservations many 
people have about Ronald Reagan. It will be in his 
Continuing political interest to allay these fears and 
sound like a peace president, whatever his own 
instincts and preferences. (WP) 


Rivalries block independence to Caribbean islands 


The latest developments in (he 
Gulf region were the main topic 
for editorial comment in Wednes- 
day’s newspapers. 

A1 -Riyadh said the extraordi- 
nary situation created by the 
Iran-Iraq war might prompt Israel 
to launch a big attack on South 
Lebanon and possibly other Arab 
areas to achieve further expan- 
sion. 

Asking about the Arab role in 
the face of these changes, the 
paper wrote: “The extraordinary 
situation in the region as a result of 
the Iraqi-lranian war has resulted 
in the fulfillment of a political and 
strategic aim serving the interests 
of anti-Arab forces." 

It added that the Palestine cause 
and the Arab-Israeli conflict have 
suffered a setback occupying a 
second place of the world* s impor- 
tance, and “this in itself is a loss for 
the Arab nation." 

“This extraordinary situation 
may prompt leaders of the Zionist 
entity to launch a large-scale 
attack on southern Lebanon and 
probably other Arab areas to 
achieve additional expansionist 
aims," it said. 

M-Jazirak stressed that Arab 
unity was the only way to save the 
Arab nation from “challenges 
aimed at the Arabs* existence and 
future." It urged Arab leaders to 
“re-establish their historic solidar- 
ity to face the anti-Arab designs." 

Al-Nadwa also underlined the 
importance of Arab solidarity to 
face the region’s problems "which 
in certain aspects axe meant to 
meet the requirement of the 


Arabs* enemies." 

It warned against serious plots 
being hatched against Gulf states 
and said the Arabs should 
“beware the trap laid for them by 
conspirators who were behind the 
Gulf war to achieve certain aims." 

Okaz said the communique 
issued by the GCC foreign minis- 
ters* meeting held in Riyadh 
reflected the member states' 
adherence to their tripartite Gulf. 
Arab and Islamic affiliation. 

“On this basis, the counciTs six 
members affirmed their support 
for peace efforts being made by 
the Islamic Goodwill Committee 
formed by the Organization of 
Islamic Conference to put an end 
to toe Iraq-tran war.” it added. 

It hoped the war would come to 
an end “so that the Arab world, 
notably the Gulf states, will help 
the peoples of Iraq and Iran repair 
the war damage." 

On the same topic . Al -Madinah 
stressed the Gulf states’ interest in 
bringing about a speedy end to the 
Iraqi-lranian war. It expressed 
hope that toe Islamic Goodwill 
Committee would make progress 
leading to Iraq and Iran peacefully 
negotiating a settlement. 

The paper reaffirmed that toe 
committee was not seeking to 
please one party to the conflict at 
the expense of the other, but was 
after a solution acceptable to both 
sides and thus favorably reflecting 
on the states and peoples of toe 
region. “It was this spirit which 
prevailed at the GCC foreign 
ministers’ conference held in 

Riyadh,” i r said. (SPA)

PORT-OF-SPAIN — 

The final dismantling of European empire in the 
Caribbean is still nowhere in sight While toe French 
hang on to their Caribbean “departments" for dear 
life, and the British despair of ever getting rid of 
their last, minute colonies, the Dutch have been 
watching a constitutional and economic crisis 
gather round their remaining possessions which 
puts a question mark against independence. 

Surinam, the largest Dutch possession in the 
area, became independent in 1974 and is now under 
a fragile revolutionary regime controlled by left- 
wing army officers. 

Left behind were six smaller islands: three on the 
Atlantic shoulder of the Caribbean chain east of 
Puerto Rico, and three 600 miles to the south near 
the Venezuelan coast. It is a wildly impractical 
grouping, with a population of a quarter of a mil- 
lion, virtually no agriculture or industry, and domi- 
nated by the southern islands of Aruba and Curacao 
with their tourist industries, offshore financing sec- 
tors and giant refining and oil trans-shipment ter- 
minals. 

The future of the group is bedevilled by seces- 
sionist feeling in Aruba and declining economic 
prosperity. The Dutch want to move the group 


slowly toward joint independence, fearing the polit- 
ical and economic costs of allowing it to fragment 
into separate island mini-states. 

But Aruba, divided from£uracao by long ethnic 
and historical rivalries and by resentment of 
Curacao's domination of the group, voted five years 
ago to secede. It has not followed up that threat, but 
the island’s social-democratic Movimieotu Elec- 
toral di Pueblo led by Betico Croes believes that 
Aruba may have its own oQ resources, which would 
have to be shared with the rest of a federal group- 
ing. 

The fragile coalition government which runs the 
Dutch Antilles, as the six islands are called, col- 
lapsed last September when toe Arubans withdrew, 
and months of attempts to patch together a new 
coalition have come to nothing. Elections have 
been called for June 25 in an attempt to break toe 
deadlock. 

The outgoing premier, Don Martina of Curacao, 
does not hold out much hope that elections will 
provide an answer, and is more optimistic about toe 
work of a seven-member commission set up in 
January to study the viability of Aruban indepen- 
dence, which may come op with a workable solution 
later this year. Martina, a left-of-center nationalist, 
warns that Aruban secession could wreck toe 


group’ s economic viability and the road to indepen- 
dence. 

At the same time, the islands’ prosperity is begin- 
ning to £aiL Offshore refining is going out of fash- 
ion. and the giant facilities on Aruba and Curacao, 
built to process Venezuelan crude for the United 
Stares — and from where tankers have frequently 
sailed for South Africa, according ro researchers in 
Holland — are working wed below break-even 
point. 

There are fears that the U.S. may end toe tax 
concessions which have provided tax havens for 
hundreds of American companies. And, like die 
rest of the Caribbean, the islands’ tourism is 
threatened by continuing North American reces- 
sion. 

These three economic props have financed the 
artificially high standard of living, saved, the islands 
the trouble of diversifying their economies, 
financed tbeir imports and allowed deficit budget- 
ing: if they are dam a ge d, the social impact could be 
substantial. 

The Dutch are watching their Caribbean depen- 
dents with anxiety. The islands have strategic 
importance, and there are Dutch air and naval units 
there. Aid is r unning at round $70 million a year. 


which would rise to perhaps $400 million if the 
group became independent jointly, and maybe 
twice as much if it broke up and opted for indepen- 
dence individually. 

Whether voting on June 25 will produce any shift 
in the political stalemate, let alone any new 
economic ideas, seems doubtful. (ONS) 



Soviet Union leads in arms output and sales

STOCKHOLM — 
The Soviet Union has overtaken the United 
States in the production of conventional arma- 
ments. Stockholm International Peace Research 
Institute reports in its 1 982 year book published on 
May 27. 

But this authoritative annual review of the world 
arms race stresses that the U.S. continues to have a 
significant technical lead, particularly in micro- 
electronics and computers. 

The year book reports a steady rise in Soviet 
military spending. “TTie Soviet Union outproduces 
the United States in its annual- deliveries of a 
number of standard conventional weapons; that has 
been true for a long time. The technological lag. 
however, though it may be smaller than a decade 
ago. is still considerable." 

The institute's experts, evaluating the role of the 
Soviet Navy, say it has improved its ocean-going 
ability "with a number of new ciasses of ship which 
will give the Soviet Union a much greater peace 
lime 'power projection’ capacity.” 

Although overall Russian naval power remains 
inferior to that of the United Sates, this could be 
balanced by the fact that the Soviet Union is closer 


to flashpoints such as the Middle East. Korea and 
Europe. 

The report also confirms that the Soviet Union 
has overtaken the U.S. in the export of arras. 

“In the period 1979-81, the Soviet Union over- 
took the United States as the leading exporter of 
major weapons; This was partly because of a big 
increase in arms exports to India, and to countries in 
'the Middle East and North Africa: the other reason 
was a decline in U.S. exports resulting from the 
policy of restraint initiated by President Carter in 
1977." 

But the Soviet Union still has a smaller mimberof 
customers: in 1 981. 28 countries as opposed to the 
67 that traded with the U.S. “The Soviet Union 
traditionally charges low prices, has favorable cre- 
dit terms, and has been prepared to consider barter 
arrangements; however, more recently it has been 
looking for payment in hard currency." 

The Soviet Union is now prepared to export more 
modem equipment, and the report says the slow 
introduction of the T-72 main battle tank into ser- 
vice in Warsaw Pact armies “is partly explained by 
large exports to Middle Eastern and North African 
countries." Russia uses arms transfer as an instru- 
ment for maintaining and expanding its influence in 
the Third World, and arms transfers play a greater 


role than aid or trade, the year book says. 

The experts who produce the book warn: “The 
world is moving to the verge of a chemical arms race 
that could make impossible any further strengthen- 
ing of the arms control measures in this field.” 

However, “there is no hard evidence that the 
Soviet Union has been producing chemical agents 
or munitions during the 12 vears since U.S. produc- 
tion stopped.” . 

Western estimates of a Soviet stockpile of

J^nnpus as to cause grave doubts about its plausi- 

The year book paints a frightening picture of the 
nussiJe gap in Europe: “The Soviet Union appears 
to have a superiority in long-range theater nuclear 
forces in Europe of about 2:1. Insofar as there is 
concern to change this particular regional balanced 
then obviously it is better to do so by reductions on 
the Soviet side than by increases on the NATO 
side." ;’v. 

The year book is pessimistic about the chant*sof 
world peace. ‘It is a sign of the times that some 7 " 
people are beginning to talk of toe present, as^ 
pre-war rather than a post-war period.” it

Quebec power project complete 


Silence returns after bulldozers 


JAMES BAY. Quebec (WP) — For cen- 
turies this banen wilderness of northern 
t-anada .was the province of trappers. Indians 
and wild creatures: A roadless territory with- 
out electricity, telephones or the hint of civil- 
ization. 

But in the past 10 years, Quebec's govern- 
ment utility has changed the face of the reg- 
ion, diverting powerful rivers into huge 
reservoirs, building work camps for 18.000 
people and sending massive amounts of elec- 
tricity cascading to cities a thousand miles 
away. 

When it is completed at the end of this 
century, the 25 powerhouses in the James 
Bay project will produce more electricity 
than is now used by the entire state of New 
York. It started operating in 1979. and the 
first phase of the project, to be finished in 
1984 is six months ahead of schedule. Its cost, 
$14.6 bQlion, is $1.5 billion less than pro- 
jected in 1976. 

The size of the project alone is staggering. 
But it becomes even more so when the condi- 
tions under which it was being built are consi- 
dered. Said Gerald Momeau, one of the three 
chief engineers managing the project’s first 
phase, “What I am most proud of is that we 
got this job started at all. We had to gain a 
foothold in the wilderness." 

The rivers being dammed are in the heart 
of a vast area still under exploration. The 
average annual temperature is 23 degrees, 
and in winter the mercury often drops to 40 
below zero. In summer, swarms of mosquitos 
and black flies make it difficult to remain 
outdoors, and swampy bogs can quickly swal- 
low stray people and equipment. 

“AD we have up here are rocks and water.’* 
said Amaya Nestor, a Colombian engineer 
who is managing installation of some of the 
turbines. “That’s why we build dams." 

Their size and scope almost defy descrip- 
tion. Several hundred dams and dikes, some 
more than two miles long and 500 feet high, 
are to harness all the water. 

The project's first phase contains enough 


fill in its 180 dams and dikes to build a 
2-foot-deep highway completely around the 
world at the equator. Three of the reservoirs 
are larger than Rhode Island. The largest 
powerhouse is a 16-story-high cavern 500 
feet underground. Its 1 6 turbines are run by a 
veritable tidal wave of water: IS million gal- 
lons a minute. 

The equipment that powers this project 
had to be trucked to the site over a 387.5- 
mile. no-access road cut through the wilder- 
ness from the nearest outpost. 

Setting up the site so workers could live 
here was like fighting a war in a foreign 
jungle. In the 1960s and early 1970s, explor- 
ers and surveyors were dropped into the area 
by helicopter. Later, light planes landed on 
frozen lakes, bringing diesel-powered elec- 
tric generators and fuel. Bulldozers and other 
heavy equipment were brought in by ship 
following the centuries-old route of Henry 
Hudson, around the Arctic Circle and down 
through Hudson Bay. 

Sites were cleared and modular housing, 
recreational facilities, schools and stores 
were set up for workers. Airports were built 
to fly 100,000 workers and other passengers 
in and out each year. 

The work is being accomplished through a 
combination of high wages and penalties. 
Construction workers are paid well even by 
U.S. standards: more than $50,000 a year, 
plus free room and board. In return they must 
work 60 hour, six-day weeks. Every two 
months, they get a plane ticket home. If their 
work is not deemed satisfactory, the ticket is 
one-way. For contractors, penalties for mis- 
sing one of many construction milestones typ- 
ically run about $5,000 per day. 

Private trucks or cars are barred: Workers 
must walk or be shuttled by bus. Only about 
10 percent of the workforce is female; the 
men sleep two to a room. 

“You can never get away from the isolation 
here," says Robert Degrand pre, who helps 
write the site newspaper and takes visitors 
around. “You can bring a lot of people up 


here and you can dam a lot of rivers, but you 
can’t conquer this wilderness." 

The first phase of the project includes three 
powerhouses on La Grande Riviere, or the 
Great River. It comprises 10,289 megawatts, 
or 40 percent of the total power from the 
James Bay Complex. Later projects will 
include four more dams on the same river, the 
damming of three rivers to the south and the 
damming of La Grande Baleine, or the Great 
Whale River, to the north. 

The dams are built chiefly from sand, rocks 
and gravel found in the area. Much of the 
power-generating equipment is under- 
ground: when construction is finished, the 
modular work structures will be removed, 
eight million trees planted and the site 
returned to a natural condition. It will take 
only 300 people to run all three powerhouses 
in the first phase. 

The silence of the wilderness will return, 
accompanied by huge reservoirs and flooded 
land. The power will flow south, through 
thick electric cables held aloft by 11,000 
t ransmis sion towers in three corridors. Gone 
will be the spectacular, winding rivers. “We 
did change the area." engineer Momeau said. 
“But we didn't do much damage. People 
need the energy and this is the least disturb- 
ing thing we can do.” 

But he added: “It was a very pretty river."

The mayors of Milan and Turin have 
already given their official sanction to an 
ambitious project to unite the two great 
industrial centers into one combined city with 
three millioa inhabitants, to be known as 
Mito. 

It would be a unique concentration of 
industry and business on the wealthy 
Lombard-Piedmont plain. The scheme 
prompts strong political criticism to the effect 
that the super-city would suck investment 
funds away from the rest of the region and 
from the south, where they are sorely needed. 

But mayors Diego Novelli of Turin and 
Carlo Tognoli of Milan visualize a hub of 
commerce with efficient telecommunications 
and fast road and rail links. 

The Milan-Twin union is perhaps the most 
radical idea, since it envisages a change in the 
local government structure to focus on reg- 
ional assemblies, which critics assail as a 
return to the enclosed mentality of the 
medieval city-stafe. 

Each city sees advantages — the leftists in 
Turin want to rid the city of its traditional 
domination by carmakers- and the Milanese 
would like to see their metropolis renovated 
and its creaking transport systems_rcnewed. 


In Rome, the authorities are set on ridding 
the city once and for all of its image in Italy as 
a parasitical, unproductive capital run for the 
benefit of clerics and legions of state bureauc- 
rats. 

“We have to make Rome a center ot ser- 
vices functioning for the national economy," 
says Socialist Deputy Mayor Pierluigi Seven. 

Noted architect Paolo Portoghesi, how- 
ever, told a conference recently that the “dis- 
organization and squalor” of the sprawling 
Roman suburbs, a breeding ground for politi- 
cal violence, had to be tackled first. “The city 
people come to see is just one twentieth of 
this ... anonymous metropolis," he said. 

Both men agree that Rome’s old center 
needs reform. Its severe housing shortage 
and nightmarish traffic conditions, Severi 
believes, can only be remedied bit by bit. 

The film studios at Qnedtta are to be 
reopened as a film and video center, the drab 
station area turned into a transport complex, 
the Tiber is to be made navigable and a brand 
new cultural center established — on paper, 
at least 

Rome’s problems, though,- pale beside 


are raging, mass unemployment and decaying 
slums, the city’s rulers acknowledge it is 
probably the sickest metropolis in Western 
Europe. 

Yet here too, the planners have grand 
designs. Naples has one^f Italy’s most 
advanced rapid transit systems in the Cir- 
cumvesuviana Electric Railway that circles 
the famous bay and this, one day, will be 
linked to a transport “grid." 

The idea is to feed the industrial base 
slowly being established on the periphery of 
the city. Eventually the plan goes, the work- 
ing population will inhabit the outlying areas 
and the central “bassi" or slum will be made 
into small apartments for the elderly. 

In the Ligurian port of Genoa, planning isa 
furious political issue. “The left is more con- 
cerned with the utility of life than with indus- 
try," Christian Democrat Opposition Leader 
Bruno Orsini charges. 

Genoa’s leftist city government denies this, 
saying it has come to an understanding with 
the great families of the city and is renewing 
the center with housing and artisan industry

Marshall Islands , 
US. strike deal 

HONOLULU, Hawaii, June 2 (AP) 

The United States and the Marshall Islands 
have reached an agree ment that will grant the 
Western Pacific territoiy “free association” 
status with the United States and permit 
Washington to maintain its mQitaiy bases 
there for at least 75 more years. 

The agreement, which also calk for more 
than SI. 5 billion in U.S. aid for the islands 
over the next 50 years, was signed here Sun- 
day by U.S. government representative Fred 
Zeder and Marshall Island Foreign Minister 
Anion De Brum. It is subject to approval by 
Congress by Oct. 1 and the Marshallese on 
Aug. 17. 

De Brum said that if the islanders accept it 
but Congress doesn't, the islanders will 
declare their independence from, U.S. trus- 
teeship. A new treaty would then’have to be 
drawn up he said, adding, “we are not going 
to have another 13 years of bickering.” 

He refused to speculate on the possibility 
that the residents might choose indepen- 
dence over the agreement in the August vote . 

The agreement ends 13 years of negotia- 
tions on the islands' future political status. 
The Marshallese had broke off talks in 
Washington last week, and they were en 
route home when Zeder contacted them and 
proposed a final draft agreement. 

De Brum described the agreement as a 
compromise and said it “really is the best deal 
anybody could put have put together.” 


Prime Minister Yoo Chan o- Soon and the 
21 other members of the cabinet submitted 
tlMir resignations on May 20. saying they 
wished to take moral and political responsi- 
bility for the scandal. Chun accepted 11 of the 
resignations and retained the prime minister, 
among others. 

The president also turned down the resig- 
nation requests of Kim Joong-Sung, deputy 
premier and economic p lannin g minister, and 
Finance Minister Rha Woong-Bae. Chun 
said he was retaining them to help clear up 
the mess, after a team of moneylenders 
caused the collapse of South Korea’s unoffi- 
cial loan market and drove many companies 
to the verge of bankruptcy.

He has served as vice president of the 
Korean National Red Cross and was chief 
southern delegate in Red Cross talks with 
North Korea in the early 1970s. Lee was 
appointed .chief presidential secretary earlier 
this year while national unification minister. 

In another development, opposition politi- 
cian and former presidential contender Kim 
Y o Ling -Sam has been put under house arrest. 


his aides said Wednesday. About 30 plainc- 
lothes security men and a busload of police 
had been stationed around bus house m a 
Seoul suburb since Tuesday afternoon, the 
aides added.

NAPLES, Italy, (AP) — Doctors rescued 
an unborn girl from her mo then’s womb 
shortly after the woman and three others 
were killed in a traffic accident, police said 
Tuesday. The baby was reported in 
“guarded” condition at Naples” Santobono 
Hospital. 

LONDON (AP) — Doris Leslie, the Engl- 
ish novelist and historical biographer whose 
subjects included Chopin. Lady Caroline 
Lamb. Richard I and Richard n, has died at 
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the age of 80, The Times of London reported 
Tuesday. She died in a Sussex hospital Mon- 
day, the paper said. 

OTTAWA (AP) — The government has 
alerted some Canadian missions abroad to 
keep a sharp eye out for possible Armenian 
terrorist attacks following the attempted 
bombing of an Air Canada freight terminal in 
Los Angeles last weekend. The warning has 
been sent to certain missions in Europe, the 
Middle East and the United States an exter- 
nal affairs spokesman said Tuesday. The 
spokesman declined to name the missions, 
said they were posts which might "be easier 
targets for terrorist attacks than others. 

NEW YORK (AP) — The Justice 
Department is considering whether to grant 
U.S. visas that had been denied for 300 
Japanese and others hoping to attend a June 
12 rally for nulcear disarmament, a federal 
spokesman, said Tuesday. Die State Depart- 
ment denied the Visas last week under the 
1952 McCarran-Walter Act, which author- 
izes the government to exclude Community 
Party members, the spokesman said. 


French probe 
torture charge 

CALVI, Corsica, June 2 (AFP) — Five- 
star Gen. Jean Birey, the French Army 
inspector-general sent here by Defense 
Minister Charles Hernu, was Wednesday 
investigating “torture chamber" charges 
against the legendary French Foreign Legion 
by three of its corporals. 

The corporals are all members of the leg- 
ion's crack 1, 200-strong second parachute 
regiment which was dropped on Kilwezi, 
Zaire, in May 1 97S during an uprising, saving 
the lives of hundreds of Africans and Euro- 
peans. 

The corporals were reported in the current 
issue of the weekly magazine Nouvel Obser - 
vateur as saying that the legion's second para- 
chute regiment based here punished legion- 
naire offenders in the town at an “old fortress 
turned into a torture chamber.” 

Gen. Birey, heading a team of senior offic- 
ers. visited the alleged “torture chamber" for 
an hour Tuesday and was questioning legion- 
naires Wednesday. 

Hernu told newsmen in Marseilles, south- 
ern France, that initial reports he had 
received pointed to legionnaires having suf- 
fered various penalties for offenses but there 
was no mention of any tortures. 

One corpora] charged that some offenders 
were made to crawl up 1 8 stone stairs into the 
punihsment ceils, and carry a 24-kilo boulder 
nicknamed “Christine” while they ran 50 
times around the inner courtyard. Legion- 
naires questioned about the torture charges 
by newsmen shrugged their shoulders and 
commented: “After all this is not a kindergar- 
ten." 

Agnew to pay state 

ANNAPOLIS, Maryland, June 2 (AP) — 
A ruling that former U.S. Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew must pay the stale of Mary- 
land $248,735 for kickbacks he allegedly 
received while governor of the state was 
upheld Tuesday by the court of special appe- 
als. 

A three- judge panel unanimously affirmed 
a decision handed down in a civil suit last 
February by circuit Judge Bruce C. Williams, 
who found that Agnew had accepted 
$147,500 from consultants who were seeking 
state contracts. Williams also assessed 
$101,235 in interest for the payments, which 
dated from Agnew* s two years as governor of 
Maryland in 1967 and 1968. 


Palme panel proposes 
N-free zone in Europe 


BONN, June 2 (AP) — An independent 
commission of politicians from East and West 
has proposed a nuclear-free zone in Central 
Europe as a first step to reducing the chances 
of nuclear war. West German security expert 
Egon Bata said. 

Bahr. a member of the independent com- 
mission headed by former Swedish Prime 
Minister Olof Palme, presented the commis- 
sion's report at a press conference Tuesday. 

Its moSl radical suggestion is "the establ- 
ishment of a zone free of nuclear battle 
weapons, reaching from Central Europe into 
the norihetn-and southernmost tips of the 
two alliances” dividing Europe, the Warsaw 
Pact and NATO. 

The report proposed this zone could be 
established in stages, beginning with ihc crea- 
tion of a nuclear-free area 94 miles either side 
of the current line dividing Europe into East 


and West. Bahr said. 

In the zone, there would be no nuclear 
weapons deployed, or used in simulated 
maneuvers, the report said, it also excluded 
any preparations for missile development. 
Such a zone would make the first use of 
atomic weapons in a European war “practi- 
cally impossible." Bahr said. 

Bahr is a leading security adviser in the 
ruling Socialist Democratic Party in West 
Germany. Other commission members 
included former U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, former British Foreign Secret- 
ary David Owen and the head of Moscow's 
Academy for U.S.-Canadian studies. Georgi 
Arbatov, who is also a member of the central 
committee of the Soviet Communist Party. 

They presented their suggestions in 
advance of this month's United Nations’ spe- 
cial session on disarmament.

Europe cool to U.S. 
stand on Soviet ties

BRUSSELS, June 2 (AP) — European 
leaders at this week's Versailles summit 
meeting are expected to respond politely, 
bur unenthusiastically, to U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan's call for a get-tough policy 
on Western credits to the Soviet Union. 

With their own economies suffering from 
low growth, high inflation and record unemp- 
loyment. Europeans are eager to increase 
foreign trade as much as possible that 
includes trade with the Soviet Union and its 
East bloc allies. 

"The attitude here is very cautious,'' said a 
high ranking European diplomat preparing 
for the summit meeting. “Europeans are 
more dependent on foreign trade than the 
United States and the implications of elabo- 
rate credit curbs on detente are very serious." 

Limiting credit to the Soviet Union will be 
one the topics when Reagan and leaders of 
the other major industrial democracies hold 
their annual summit-level economic strategy 
session, beginning Friday. 

The summit is part of a four-nation presi- 
dential tour, Reagan's first trip to Europe 


since taking office. His request for a credit 
curb i is an element of a broad U.S. effort to 
limit economic assistance to the Soviet Union 
in an attempt to make the Soviets cut down 
military spending. 

European countries, notably France and 
West Germany, are concerned that limiting 
credits will hurt European companies that 
sell goods to the Soviet Union. Although 
trade with the Soviet Union is less than two 
percent of the 10-nation Common Market's 
total foreign commerce, some sectors like 
heavy machinery depend on sales to the 

Soviet Union. 

The diplomat, who briefed reporters on 
condition he not be identified, said the Euro- 
peans feel that malting a major issue of limit- 
ing credits could hurt detente. He said recent 
credit crises in Poland and Romania and a 
total East bloc indebtedness of an estimated 
S80 billion would automatically tend to cre- 
ate the tight credit policies the Reagan 
administration wants to institute formally. 


Japan halts 
tanker sailing 

to Kharg port 

TOKYO, Jnne 2 (R) — Japanese shipping 
lines have suspended oil tanker services to 
and from Kharg Island following Iraqi air 
attacks on the Iranian oil export depot May 
30, the Japan ocean liner Labor Association 
said. 

The association, grouping 22 major Japan- 
ese shipowners, has also asked the Petroleum 
Association of Japan to immediately halt 
assignments of tankers to the island, at the 
request of the all Japan seamen's union, it 
said. 

Japanese lines stopped tanker services to 
Kharg Island in September 1980 due to the 
Iran/Iraq war but these were resumed in 
March last year. 

Last April and May, Japanese oil importers 
and trading bouses purchased about 20 mil- 
lion barrels of Iranian oil for shipment to 
Japan and elsewhere under spot deals, indus- 
try sources said. 

Current negotiations between Japanese 
importers and the National Iranian Oil Com- 
pany (NIOC) to resume term purchases by 
Japan are likely to be affected because of the 
halt in tanker services, the sources added.

Chun survives censure move

SEOUL, June 2 (AP) — Hie National 
Assembly closed a five-day special session 
Tuesday night after the government party' 
quashed all opposition moves to censure the 
government in connection with title worst 
financial scandal under President Chun 
Doo-Hwan. 

The ruling Democratic Justice Party Tues- 
day voted down two more resolutions, jointly 
sponsored by three minority parties, to 
thwart laying top-political offensives on the 
Chun government 

One of them called for Prime Minister Yoo 
Chang-Soon to resign and assume' responsi- 
bility for the case. The other called for activa- 
tion of a special committee to investigate the 
scandal. On Saturday, the government party 
stalled three opposition moves designed to 
dismiss the deputy prime minister, the 
finance minister and the justice minister in 
connection with the scandal that has rocked 
political and financial circles here during the 
past month. 

The multi-million dollar loan scandal, 
involving a relative of South Korea's First 
Lady, has forced President Chun to replace 
half of his 22-man cabinet and remove top 
officials of the ruling party. 

The scandal also has led to the arrest of 24 
persons including Lee Kyoo-Kwang, a

ACAPULCO, Mexico, June 2 (R) — The 
Mexican government, whose foreign debts 
total $37 billion had reserves of $3.9 billion 
at the end of May. Finance Minister Jesus 
Silva Herzog has said. 

The figure, given by the minister to the 
annual convention of the Mexican Banker? 
Association, represents a drop of $1.1 billion 
which the Bank of Mexico had said it held at 
the end of 1981. 

But SQva Herzog, appointed after the peso 
was devalued against the dollar in February, 
said that current reserves were at“the highest 
level registered this year.” 
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JOHANNESBURG, June 2 (R) — 
Although more than 70 percent of first- 
time brides still demand a diamond 
engagement ring, diamonds have lost their 
sparkle for major investors amid world 
recession and high interest rates. 

The price of one carat D flawless 
diamonds, the leading indicator for the 
investment market, has fallen to under 
$20,000 from a peak in 1980 of almost 
S6S,000 when demand for tangible assets 
sparked a boom. 

The major casualty of the slump, which 
began when U.S. interest rates soared to 
around 20 percent, has been the linchpin of 
the diamond market, De Beers Consoli- 
dated Mines. 
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Once the safest of blue-chip investments, 
De Beers this year cut its final dividend for 
the first time since World War n. 

De Beers accounts for about a third of 
total world diamond production and over 
50 percent of world gem output, but con- 
trols over 80 percent of world sales through 
its Central Selling Organization (CSO). 

It is this cartel-like operation which 
ensured it massive profits during the 
diamond boom, but now has left it heavily 
exposed during the current recession as 
wealthy Americans, m particular, have 
looked for short-term profits elsewhere. 

The CSO is committed to buy virtually all 
the world's diamond production each year, 
which it then either sells to the market if the 


price is right or stockpiles. In the pastyear it 
has been the huge cost of stockpiling that 
has put the pressure on De Beers. The value 
of stockpiled diamonds rose to 1.4 billion 
rand ($1.3 billion) at the end of 1981 from 
700 million rand ($650 million) a year ear- 
lier. 

De Beers, through the CSO, never 
reduces prices to the critical investment 
market. It holds several ‘sightings' each 
year at its Hatton Garden, London, offices 
to which are invited some 250 of the world’s 
top diamond cutters. 

Prices are normally marked up some 10 
percent from year to year, but in the past 1 8 ; 
months, despite.vinually static prices, there , 
have been very few takers. }

Yoo Yong-Keun of 
the Democratic Korea Party told the assero- 
bly’s steering committee the proposal wastbe 
“only way to g Ultima te any grounds for the 
people's unnecessary suspicion or misunder- 
standing .about the scandal.” 

He also said it was a last-ditch measure to 
restore the voters' confidence in the parlia- 
ment. 

Marcos bans strike 
in vital industries 

MANILA, June 2 (AFP) — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos has signed a new labor code 
which bans strikes in export-oriented indus- 
tries and others which the president thinks 
“may affect the national interest.” 

On Tuesday Marcos said that he “antici- 
pates foreign investors to promptly follow 
their natural inclination to come to the 
Philippines and proceed with their plans to 
transfer their plants here.” 

He said the new labor law will “remove 
instability in the labor front which has held 
back many foreign investors from coming 
into the Philippines.”

Union officials said the strike call was 


heeded by an estimated 80 to 90 percent of 
blue collar workers throughout Italy and an 
estimated 70 to 80 percent of sbopworkers, 
bank staff and public service employees. In 
Milan, an estimated 120,000 demonstrators 
converged on the city for a two-hour-long 
ma r ~c h past the headquarters of the local emp- 
loyers’ federation, the union officials said. 

Another 70,000 demonstrated in the 
northern port city of Genoa Antepnpp took 
to the street in Turin, heart of the Italian 
motor industry, despite heavy thunders- 
torms, they said. Local union officials 
reported crowds of up to 30,000 at rallies in 
half a dozen other cities and said a major 
demonstration was planned in Rome later 
Wednesday. 

The strikes and protests were triggered by 
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Confindustria’s announcement Tuesday that 
its members would Stop automatically raising 
wages in line with inflation from nest Janu- 
ary. 

The ‘Sea la mobile* inflation-linking 
mechanism, dating back to 1946 and rein- 
forced under a 1975 agreement with the 
unions, has been jealously protected by union 
negotiators as their greatest achievement 
since World War II 

But it has come under increasing attack 
from employers, economists and successive 
governments as a root cause of inflation, now 
running at 15.5 percent a year. 

Prime Minister Giovanni Spadolini, due to 
meet Labor Minister Michele de Giesi for 
Urgent talks Wednesday reacted sharply to 
the Confindustria move. “Neither the timing 
nor the nature of the decision is favored by 
the government, 1 ' he said. 

Budget Minister Giorgio La Malfa com- 
mented: “I hope' Confindustria have thought 
about the political consequences of wbat they 
are doing." Political sources said the mood in 
parliament was tense in anticipation of dif- 
ferences of opinion in Spadolini’ s shaky 
five-party coalition government.

PARIS. (R) — New funds raised on inter- 
national capital markets in May fell to $14.4 
billion from SI 7.8 billion in April, but were ' 
higher than the average monthly figure of 
$13.7 billion during the first quarter of this 
year, the OECD said. The drop was mainly 
doe to completions of medium and long-tenn 
syndicated loans, which were $3.8 billion 
lower than April, as all major groups of bor- 
rowing countries raised smaller amounts of 
funds in this way. 

LONDON, (R) — Britain's gold and fore- 
ign currency reserves fell $339 million in may 
to $17.82 trillion after an $810 million fall in 
April to S 1 8.1 6 billion, the treasury said. The 
underlying fall was $363 million, net of new 
borrowing and repayments under the public 
sector exchange cover scheme. In May last 
year the reserves stood at $26.49 billion. 

GENEVA, (R) — The United Nations 
may have to cut its Third World development 
projects by nearly 40 percent because donor 
countries have not given enough money, the 
head of the U.N. Development Program 
(UNDP) has said. UNDP administrator 
Bradford Morse said the cuts would mean no 
new U.N. development aid for the world's 
poorest countries and possible trimming of 
existing programs. 

WASHINGTON, (R) — Construction 
spending feD 0.6 percent in April to a season- 
ally adjusted annual rate of $232.8 billion 
after a revised 0.6 percent rise in March, the 
Commerce Department said. Initially the 
department said spending fell 0.8 percent in 
March. Spending in April was down 5.6 per- 
cent from an annual rate of $246.5 billion 
a year, earlier, it said.

WASHINGTON, June 2 (R) — U.S. and 
Communist China officials are discussing the 
possibility of an unprecedented agreement 
opening the way for U.S. firms to bid for a 
role in China's nuclear power program. State 
Department officials said Wednesday. 

The talks — described as preliminary dis- 
cussions so far — are breaking new ground in 
U.S. nuclear export policy. For the first 
time, the U.S. is talking about a nuclear coop- 
eration agreement with a country that has the 
atomic bomb, has not signed the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty and refuses to accept 
international safeguards against diversion of 
nuclear material into weapons. 

China would be expected to give “ reason- 
able assurances” that material from reactors 
supplied by the United States would not be 
used to make weapons, officials said. 

Under strict U.S. laws designed to guard 
against the spread of nuclear weapons, any 
such agreement would have to be submitted 
to Congress, which would have the right to 
veto it. 

The U.S.-Cbinese talks were disclosed 
Wednesday by Deputy Secretary of State 
Walter Stoessel in a speech to the National 
Council od U.S. -China trade. 

Japan to import 
more Mexican oil 

TOKYO, June 2 (R) — Japanese oil 
importers have agreed to raise Mexican crude 
oil imports to about 120,000 barrels per day 
for June shipment and about 1 50,000 pbd for 
July, according to Mexican Petroleum Import 
Co. Ltd, which represents the importers. 

The company said the agreement followed 
talks here this week between the importers 
and Julio Rodolfo Moctezuma. director- 
general of Pemex, the Mexican state-owned 
oil company, which asked Japan to boost its 
Mexican oil imports. 

Faced with a global oil glut, slow domestic 
demand and higher import prices the Japan- 
ese have held down imports of Mexican oil to 
between 50,000 and 70,000 bpd for ship- 
ments up to May. against the contracted 
120,000 bpd. it said. 

The Japanese company said it will increase 
imports to the agreed level on condition that 
import prices are not changed from $32.5 per 
barrel for Isthmus oil and $25.0 for Mayan. 
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Dollar scales new heights

JEDDAH, June 2 — The American cur- 
rency went from strength to strength on the 
European markets Wednesday. In New 
York on Tuesday night, the dollar closed 
firm against all other major currencies after 
Federal Reserve “Fed fund" prime lending 
rates also closed strongly around 14 7 /s per- 
cent. 

On Monday, the New York bourses were 
closed for Memorial Day holidays, but last 
Friday “Fed fund” rates had averaged 
around 13 Vs percent. While the money 
markets-'saw this as one further sign of a 
continuation in the “Fed's” right monetary’ 
policy, the dollar had already been trading 
at higher levels on the European markets 
Tuesday and Wednesday saw a continua- 
tion of the trends established. 

Eurodollar deposit rates remained firm in 
both New York and London, with one- 
month dollar rates quoted at 1 4 Vz - 1 4 s .h 
percent and the one-year deposit rates at 14 
Vz - 14 but wiih the medium tenors 
averaging at 14 5/16 percent. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
remained uosteady Wednesday but with 
silver losing more ground in sharp selling 
that took prices to $5.95 an ounce from 
S6.08 levels Tuesday. Gold was relatively 
more stable at $317.50 an ounce, register- 
ing only $1 fall over Tuesday prices. Deal- 
ers were generally more optimistic that 
gold's slide could soon bottom out but there 
is some debate about the level of “bottom- 
ing” out. 

The local markets were seemingly unaf- 
fected by the dollar's strong performance in 


Europe, with riyal deposit rates remaining 
stable at opening levels for most of the day. 
The one- month JIBOR bid — offer rate 
opened at 1 2 V» - 1 2 3 :i percent and was 
unchanged over Tuesday levels. In the 
medium and longer tenors, rates were gen- 
erally up over the short periods but again 
deposit rates hardly moved all day Wednes- ■ 
day. The one-year rate was quoted at 12 
44-13 14 percent, but there were few ' 
transactions in that tenor for the second day ' 
running. The exchanges were more lively 
according to Jeddah dealers who saw spot/ 
riyal — dollar rate more up to 3.4310-20 
levels from 3.4305-10 openine levels. The 
stronger dollar encouraged some p Ur _ 
chases of foreign currencies by local impor- 
ters. 

In the European markets, the French 
franc came under speculative selling pres- 
sure following remarks by President Mitter- 
rand that the franc could either be devalued 
or withdrawn out of the European Monet- 1 
ary System. The franc fell to 6.2380 levels ' 
from 6.18 on Wednesday, while in other 
currency news the Japanese yen lost ground 
from 243.80 to 246.00 levels. The British ■ 
pound was stable at 1 .7860, but the Ger- ’ 
man mark full to a two-month low trading at- 
2.3890/ 2.3900 levels. The Swiss currency 
fell by more than 300 points to trade at 
2.0380 from 2.00 levels Tuesday.

NEW YORK. June 2 (AP) — Oil price 
increases by Egypt, Britain and Norway illus- 
trate a trend in the oil industry that could lead 
to higher domestic oil prices this summer. 

Egypt raised its crude price by 60 cents a 
barrel to $32.60 Tuesday, sources said. Egypt 
thus became the third oil producer outside 
the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to raise prices for June. Britain and 
Norway are increasing prices for their North 
Sea oil by $2.50 a barrel to $33.50. OPECs 
benchmark price has been $34 a barrel since 
last October. 

The increases come amid mounting evi- 
dence that the oversupply of oil that had 
depressed prices since mid-1981 is rapidly 
drying up. OPECs campaign to reduce the 
amount of oil available to buyers apparently 
has succeeded in pushing up the price of oil 
on the spot, or non-contract, market. 

The oil industry has turned abruptly this 
spring from one of glutted supplies and falling 
prices to more balanced inventories 3nd 
stable prices. If U.S. oil producers are per- 
suaded to raise their price for domestic crude, 
the increase probably would be passed along 
to consumers in the-form of higher gasoline 
and home heating oil prices, some analysts 
believe.

LOS ANGELES, June 2 (Agencies) — 
Former boxing promoter Harold Rossfields 
Smith was sentenced Tuesday to 10 years in 
prison and fined $30,000 for his part in 
swindling $213 million from a Wells Fargo 
Bank. Smith, 38, was sentenced by U.S. 
District Judge Consuelo Marshall. 

A jury on Jan. 13 convicted Smith and a 
co-defendant, Sammie Marhall of divert- 
ing bank funds to pay rich boxing purses 
through Muhammad Ali Professional 
Sports Inc. Marshall was sentenced Tues- 
day to three years in prison. 

All the former world heavyweight box- 
ing champ, allowed the men to use his name 
but was not directly involved with the com- 
pany. The jury found Smith guilty on 29 of 
32 counts in a federal indictment alleging 
fraud, embezzlement, conspiracy and inter- 
state transport of stolen securities' in a 
scheme that lasted from September 1978 
through January 1981. 


The indictment named several profes- 
sional boxers who unwittingly received 
payments from Smith or Marshall includ- 
ing Ah, Larry Hohncs, Eamie Shavers, Jose 
“Pipino” Cuevas and Thomas Hearns. 

The indictment said the menmanipulated 

hartV records — with help from a Beverly 
Hills branch manager — to finance luxuries 
such as private jets and a yacht and convince 
others they were -“prosperous,- well- 
financed and likely to succeed, in dominai- .

Beckenbauer 
bids farewell 

HAMBURG, West Germany, June^t (R) 
— Franz Beckenbauer, one of West Ger- 
many’s most famous soccer stars, ended his 
playing career here Tuesday night with a 
benefit match in which the West German 
national team beat his Hamburger squad 4-2. 


EPSOM, England, June 2 (R) — Irish- 
trained favorite Golden Fleece came through 
with a storming run in the last quarter-mile to 
score a comfortable victory in the 203rd 
Epsom Derby Wednesday. 

Irish jockey Pat Eddery had a great ride on 
the winner, who led a clean sweep of the first 
three places for American-bred colts. Golden 
Fleece came surging up in the straight, pas- 
sing six horses within about a furlong and a 
Jialf, and won by three lengths. 

Starting_Bt 3 to 1 , Golden Fleece won a purse 
of 1"46,720 sterling ($256,760) for owner 
Robert Sangster. Touching Wood, a 40 to 1 
outsider, finished strongly to take second 
place, a length ahead of third-placed Silver 
Hawk, who was also running on at the finish 
of the one mile four furlongs race. Persepolis, 
tbe only French-trained challenger in the 
field of 1 8, was fourth. 

Golden Fleece was sweating badly during 
the preliminaries, but the big, nervous colt 
whom some critics thought would not be able 
to handle the turns and undulations of the 
switchback Epsom course decisively proved 
the critics wrong. 

He was the only unbeaten horse in the field 
and he made his rivals look second-class. The 
winner is trained by Vincent O'Brien — a 
14th English Classic victory for the Irish 
trainer, but his first since The Minstrel won 
tbe Derby in 1977. 

Victory for jockey Eddery crowned a 
memorable week during which he became a 
father. “It was marvellous,’* be said, as he 
returned to the unsaddling enclosure to tbe 
cheers of a crowd estimated at 250,000 their 
enthusiasm undampened by thunderstorm 
which broke in oppressive heat a couple of 
hours before the race.

Two perennial favorites here are Jack 
Nicklaus and Tom Weiskopf. Nfcklaus has 
never won the Kemper Open, one of the few 
big-money tour titles that has eluded him.

A four- 
tiered system will classify pro golfers next 
year and dictate how many players are elig- 
ible for a given tournament. The new system 
is expected to give younger players on the 
tour a better chance of entering tbe field.

This deal occurred during 
the 1979 world championship 
in the match between an 
Australian team and a 
Panama-Venezuela team. It 
dramatizes a type of basic er- 
ror that one would not expect 
to be made in a world cham- 
pionship event . 

Tbe Panamanian West 
player opened one club, an ar- 
tificial bid indicating a hand 
with at least 16 high-card 
points. The Australian South 
player eventually got to six 
hearts doubled on the bidding 


shown, and West led the king 
of spades. 

Declarer ruffed, played the 
A-K of trumps, and led a dia- 
mond towards dummy. West 
wisely went up with the ace, 
but then — afraid that 
declarer might dispose of his 
club losers on dummy’s 
diamonds — shifted to a club 
at trick five. As a result, South 
made the rest of the tricks and 
scored 1 ,210 points. 

West’s fears were complete- 
ly unjustified. It was impossi- 
ble for South to hold a hand 
with which he could make six 
hearts if West had instead' 
returned a spade or a diamond 
at trick five. 

Declarer was already 
known to have started with no 
spades, six hearts, and one or 
more diamonds. West could 
therefore reason that if South 
had only one diamond he had 
six clubs; if South had two dia- 
mond he had five clubs; if 
South had three diamonds he 
had four clubs; and if South 
had four diamonds he had 
three clubs. 

These were the only 
possibilities and, in every one 
of these cases, South would 
have to lose either one or two 
club tricks, depending on 
whether declarer or East had 
the ace of cluhs. A neutral 
return of a spade or a diamond 
at trick five was therefore cer- 
tain to defeat the contract, 
while a club return could not 
possibly gain a trick and 
might easily prove to be a 
suicidal play.

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U.S. firm, 
cars hit 

in Athens 
bombing 

ATHENS. June 2 (Agencies) — Four 
separate bomb attacks early Tuesday dam- 
aged offices belonging to the American Hon- 
eywell Corporation and two American- 
owned cars but caused no casualties, police 
said. A Bulgarian -owned car also was dam- 
aged in another blast, they said. A police 
spokesman said all five explosions occurred 
shortly after OlOOfcSMT. 

An extreme left group calling itself 
“Revolutionary Popular Struggle'* claimed 
responsibility. The explosions were the latest 
in a series against American targets in protest 
against the presence of U.S. military bases in 
Greece. 

It was suspected the attacks were also con- 
nected with Thursday's scheduled visit to 
Greece by NATO chief of staff. U.S. Gen. 
Bernard Rogers, who is expected to touch 
on the future status of the American bases in 
Greece. 

The blasts at the Honeywell offices at two 
locations on Syngrou Avenue smashed win- 
dows and damaged fittings but a company 
employee raid “we are open as usual." 

Two of the cars belong to officials from the 
American Embassy commercial mission, 
police said. They said all were parked outside 
apartments in the Ilissia residential district. 
Firebombs were placed beneath them, gut- 
ting two and causing less serious damage to 
the third. 

In an unrelated development about 200 
Nigerian students protesting delayed tuition 
payments went on the rampage through the 
Nigerian Embassy in Athens Wednesday, 
police said. The protesters damaged furniture 
and files in the embassy and the ambassadors 
office, police said. 

Authorities said that a number of students 
were arrested and will be prosecuted for van- 
dalism at the request of Nigerian envoy B.G. 
Kingiba. 

The students, on scholarships from the 
Nigerian government, gathered outside the 
embassy demanding money to meet tuition 
and living expenses. Suddenly, they rushed 
through the entrance and went on the ram- 
page inside the embassy, a witness said. 

Schneider laid to rest 

BOJSSY-SANS- AVOIR. France, June 2 
(AP) — Actress Romy Schneider was buried 
Wednesday in a small village cemetery about 
30 miles from Paris. The Austrian-horn Miss 
Schneider. 43. died Saturday of heart failure 
at her apartment in Paris. The specific cause 
of death was not determined since officials 
declined to order an autopsy after determin- 
ing she died of natural causes.

French disbelieve shooting of Exocet

PARIS, June 2 (AFP) — The French 
constructors of the air-to-sea Exocet 
AM-39 missile w r ere skeptical Wednesday 
that the British Falklands task force had 
shot one down in flight. 

British correspondents had reported that 
the computer-guided killer missile, 
launched from an Argentine French-built 
Super-Etendard fighter-bomber, was 
intercepted. 

French experts consider the Exocet vir- 
tually invulnerable, and say that any 
defense system would have to detect the 
l> nrn<ci 1 f> in flight, and would have only 


around 20 seconds to interrupt it between 
launch and impact. 

The constructors, SNIAS (Societe 
Nationale des Industries Aeron antiques et 
Spatiales) and Marcel Dassault Aeronau- 
tics — which also build the mirage fighter — 
said, however, that if the report proved true 
It must have been the work of the British 
Seawolf system, carried by two destroyers 
in the task force, BriBiant and Broadsword. 

They said that, in theory, only the Sea- 
wolf was capable of shooting down an 
Exocet. but that missile has not been tested 


Peking may expel American 


PEKING, June 2 f AFP) — Lisa Wichser, 
the young American' teacher detained by 
Communist Chinese police on charges of ste- 
aling state secrets, may soon be deported 
from China, foreign observers here believe. 

The observers, citing Chinese sources, said 
it appeared “practically certain" that the 
28-year-o!d Miss Wichser. who was arrested 
last Friday in a Peking hotel, would leave 
Chinese territory within the next few days. 

Visiting U.S. Senate Majority Leader 
Howard Baker said at a press conference 
Wednesday, he was “hopeful" that Miss 
Wichser would be released soon, but be 
declined to predict she would be expelled 


The U.S. Embassy has refused all comment 
on her possible release, but a spokesman said 
embassy officials had been able to visit her 
twice since her arrest Friday. He said they 
had given her two packages containing food 
and toilet articles prepared by friends. 

She told the embassy officials who saw her 
Monday and again Wednesday that she had 
been well treated, the spokesman said. He 
said Miss Wichser was in “pretty good spirits 
considering the circumstances." 

Sen. Baker brought up her case during 
talks Tuesday with Chinese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Zhang Wenjin. Miss Wichser. a 
Peking-based language teacher who wants to 
many a Chinese, was preparing a doctoral 
thesis on agriculture in China.

given authorization to do so. Another dissi- 
dent Anka Kowalska, was also released for 
health reasons. 


Mrs. Kuron and Anka Kowalska were the 
latest in a string of people released from 
internment The martial law authorities freed 
1,000 internees last month. 

KOR served as a chief adviser and infor- 
mation center for Solidarity during its early 
days, disbanding during last- fall's Solidarity 
congress with the realization that the inde- 
pendent union had taken over its work. 

During an interview with reporters. Mrs. 
Kuron said that the Darlowro camp was a 
place of reasonable, but crowded conditions. 
The authorities seized about 1 60 women dur- 
ing the martial law crackdown that netted 
about 5,000 in alL 


Mahathir sets guidelines to aides 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 2. (R) — Prime 
Minister Datuk Seri Mahathir Muhammad 
has laid down guidelines of conduct for his 
ministers and state leaders, including advice 
□ot to frequent night clubs, a national daily 
reported Wednesday. The guidelines were in 
line with Mahathir’s recent election pledge of 
a clean, efficient and trustworthy govern- 
ment, the normally reliable Star newspaper 
said. 

Mahathir, whose ruling National Front 
coalition won an overwhelming victory in 


April pods, told political leaders not to have 
dealings in public-listed companies to avoid 
conflicts of interest, the paper said. 

The prime minister said that in future lead- 
ers of tiie 13 state governments could apply 
for only one piece of land each for house 
building. A former Johore state chief minis- 
ter and nine other politicians face court 
action over land allocations there. As for 
night clubs, the guidance for cabinet minis- 
ters was to avoid going even for dinner or a 
stage show.

Paris assembly 
turned into babel 

PARIS, June 2 (AFP) — Opposition 
deputies turned the French National Assem- 
bly into a tower of babel here Tuesday, speak- . 
ing foreign languages, including Chadian, in 
an unsuccessful bid to -block a government 
bill on immigrant workers. Under the bill, 
trade union representatives will be able to 
address management in any foreign lan- 

f uages, notably Arabic, Portuguese and 
erbo-Croat. 

Opposition Gaullist deputy Jacques 
Toubon told the assembly that: “Kurra bang 
kern tame e yuen kob dela bout gue ” which 
he said wasGbadian for “it is necessary for a 
representative to speak good French." Two 
opposition deputies ■ spoke- in German and 
another in Spanish. 

Freddy Descbaud-Beaume of the ruling 
Socialist Party defended the bill, speaking 
with the characteristic accent of an immigrant 
worker. This was considered in bad taste by 
his colleagues. 

The speaker finally interrupted the session 
by pointing out that the official proceedings 
of the debate would only be published in 
French, and ignoring comments made in a 
foreign language. Labor Minister Jean 
Auroux regretted that opponents of the bill 
were showing signs of racism and 
xenophobia, and were insulting immigrants 
to whom they were refusing freedom of 
speech. The bill was then approved by a 
majority vote. 

Court acquits Ecevit 

ANKARA, June 2 (AFP) — A civilian 
court In the central Turkish town of Nevsehir 
Wednesday acquitted jailed former Social- 
Democrat Premier Bulent Ecevit on charges 
of insulting a police officer. 

Ecevit who has been imprisoned since 
April 10 for having aDgedly violated a milit- 
ary decree banning political activity, was 
being tried in connection with the 1979 inci- 
dents in Nevsehir at. the funeral of a local 
politician. 

Ecevit will appear before a military court 
here Thursday and Friday on charges of vio- 
lating the ban on political activity in an article 
he wrote for the West German weekly De 
Spiegel and in an interview with Dutch televi- 
sion. If found guilty, he could be jailed for up 
to five years. 
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BELFAST, June 2 (AP) — Convicted Pro- 
testant extremist John Somerville, serving a 
life sentence for Ins part in the killing of three 
Roman Catholic musicians, started a hunger 
strike Tuesday in Belfast’s Maze Prison 
.demanding political-prisoner status, the. 
Northern Lrefend Office reported. 

A spokesman said Somerville, a member of 
the outlawed Ulster Volunteer Force, 
refused breakfast in his celL There was no 
indication other jailed “loyalists" plan to join 
the fast. 

Somerville was jailed for a minimum 35 
years last November for his part in the 1976 
killin gs when extremists dressed as soldiers 
stopped the Miami Showband as the musi- 
cians drove from Belfast to Dublin. 

Three of the musicians were shot dead.' 
Two of the terrorists, one of them Some- 
rville's brother, were killed when a bomb 
they were planting in the musicians’ band- 
wagon exploded prematurely. 

Ten convinced Catholic guerrillas died on 
a seven-month hunger strike in the Maze last 
year in an unsuccessful bid to force the British 

to accord them political-prisoners status. 
They did win some specific reforms they had 
demanded such as wearing their own civilian 
clothes. 

The guerrillas belonged to the outlawed 
Provisional Irish Republican Army and its 
Marxist offshoot, the Irish National Libera- 
tion Army, fighting to end British rule in 
Northerp Ireland. 

Moro Issue ‘resolved’ 

MANILA. June 2 (AFP) — PhiKppme 
President Ferdinand Marcos Wednesday said 
the government had now brought to a “suc- 
cessful resolution" the nine-year Htipino 
Muslim movement following assurances from 
Islamic leaders that they will withdraw their 
“moral and material” support to the Moro 
National liberation Front (MNLF). 

Marcos issued his statement before a large 
delegation of Filipino Muslims who gathered 
at bis official presidential residence in 
Mala canang Palace to mark the first anniver- 
sary of the Ministry of Mudim Affairs under 
his cabinet.

“crime doesn’t pa/' by pointing out to the 
perfectly respectable living earned by 
lawyers. I have some information now 
whidi shows how wrong I am. Lawyers, it 
appears, get nothing but crumbs from 
what turns out to be a great feast Crimi- 
nals, at least in the United States, are 
doing a roaring business, with their 
‘economic sector” showing no signs of 
decline. 

Official government figures for 1981 
are quite revealing.' The overall income 
from crime in the country was estimated at 
a staggering $ 125 billion. A breakdown of 
this figure published in Business Week 
goes as follows: $45 billion from drugs, 
$20 billion from theft, $15 billion from 
vice, a similar amount from what it calls 
“graft", $ 10 billion from fraud, $6 billion 
from pornography, $4 billion from gambl- 
ing and a last $10 billion from what is 
referred to as “sundries.” 

Now all these fabulous income from 
crime does not prevent “them” from 
pointing to “us" with resentment “The 
rich Arabs!” they say. “Far too much 
money! What kind of justice is this?" 

But have you seen our figures? The offi- 
cial figure for our income for the year 
1980-1981 was the noble sum of $101 
billion. No more no less. We're not com- 
plaining. We can make do. But please take 
note that this is less than what your crimi- 
nals make, never min d the rest...
